The new licensing plan created a lone 
and limited upgrade for those who now hold 
or have held a Technician license or a 
Certificate of Successful Completion of 
Examination (CSCE) before March 21, 
1987. Those individuals may claim credit 
for a General class license under the new 
system. Affected individuals will have to 
apply through a Volunteer Examiner test 
session, providing documentary proof of 
having completed the requirements for a 

_ Technician license prior to March 21, 1987. 

The FCC has said to send requests to 
verify a pre-March 21, 1987, Technician 
license in writing to FCC, 1270 Fairfield 
Rd, Attn: Amateur Section, Gettysburg, PA 
17325. Requests must include name, 
address, telephone number, date of birth, 
call sign issued at that time, and date of 
Technician license grant. “These requests 
must be researched on microfiche, so they 
will be very time-consuming,” an FCC 
spokesperson said, adding that no one 
should expect an overnight response. 
Applicants also may contact the FCC 
contractor ITS Inc (visit http://www. 
itsdocs.com/). For a fee, ITS will research 
prior FCC licensing records and should be 
able to provide necessary documentary 
proof.

February 26th and 27th marked a weekend 
of experimentation with antennas for our Orange 
Club. Thanks to Frank Smith, WA6VKZ, the ram- 
rod for the outing, it was very successful, not only 
from a technical standpoint but on the enjoyment 
scale for all who participated. 

I can speak only for the group that went to 
El Mirage Dry Lake (that was anything but dry). The 
lake bed is about 18 miles northeast of Victorville, 
CA. After the rain that we had, the dry lake retained 
the water near the surface because of the very high 
water table beneath the lake. This precluded us from 
using the lake bed itself for our base of operation. 

On Friday, we found a very nice area near 
Mountain View Rd., just east of and adjacent to the 
lake bed and set up our camp. There were three of us 
with two RVs. At El Mirage was Larry Hoffman, 
K6LDC, guests Charmaine Smith, KF6YOL and 
John Chamberlain, KF6DKT. The radio operation 
was set-up in YOL’s Shasta motorhome and the cook- 
ing etc. was set up in DKT’s trailer. 

We had a generator in each rig, DKT’s be- 
ing a nice, new 2.5 KW Honda in the bed of his pick- 
up and YOL’s 2.5 KW Onan in her motorhome. No 
shortage of power here! 

On to setting up the antennas. First to go up 
was LDC’s 40 thru 10 Vertical. Mount it on a 10 foot 
pole, lash it to the ladder at the back of the moto- 
rhome, spread out the ready-made radials on top and 
drooping from the roof of the Shasta, connect the 
coax and, voila, it’s ready! 

The rig was set-up and the coax connected. 
Power on..... And pull in a QSO with a VK2. 

Now on to the business at hand.. It was time 
to set up the 80 meter NVIR dipole that was designed 
by Art Dillon, KEG6WOX. We used the formula from 
the handbook with a factor of 0.95 for the wire and 
came up with what we figured was the correct length 
of the antenna. The tripods were set-out to hold the 
ends and the feed point up 3.5 feet from the earth. 
Now we hook-up the coax and take a measurement 
with the MFJ259 and the resonant point is about 3.3 
mhz. 

We must have goofed in our calculations!. 
Recalc shows the same. We must need the pruning 
shears. Out it came, and after shortening in three inch 
increments and graduating to nine inch after a few 
tries, we were able to get the antenna reasonably reso- 
nant on 3965 khz., our scheduled frequency. WOX’s 


wire sure took a beating by the time we finished the 
pruning. 

The rig loaded the antenna nicely and we 
looked for a signal check. We had great signals into 
Anza, Temecula, Las Vegas, Rancho Cucamonga and 
other locations at points in between, including Or- 
ange County. We’re ready for Saturday’s schedule. 

It was time to play, and we tried some VHF 
and UHF contacts with repeaters as well as haunting 
the HF bands. Japan was strong and all hands made 
QSOs with Japanese stations as well as others in the 
US. 

Friday night after dinner and a long conver- 
sation with Johnny Walker, we had the obligatory 
campfire, which was nice, and then off to the sack, 
Noon comes early on Saturday and we had to keep 
our schedule with the other teams at Anza, led by 
Frank, WA6VKZ and in Orange County, Larry 
Beilin, KGVDP, Art Dillon, KE6WOX and John 
Dawson, WAGRND operating individual stations, 

During the night, a few vehicles were play- 
ing on the edge of the lake bed. The comment was 
made, someone is going to be sorry. When we awoke, 
John pointed out a pick-up down to the axles in the 
lake bed. Someone learned a simple but difficult les- 
son. 

Noon and time for the check. 3965 khz. 
communication was established loud and clear with- 
out any problem. On to 40 meters. We had cut up the 
80 meter antenna so badly that we had to use the ver- 
tical for 40. Frank’s NVIR antenna worked, but 40 
had heavy QRM and QRN along with some QSB. We 
were able to communicate, but not nearly as well as 
the results on 80 meters. The cross polarization 
probably didn’t help either. 

We set another sched for 1800 hours local 
and we were able to keep it with the same degree of 
signals as in mid-day. 

Another great dinner and a campfire, then 
off to catch some zzzz’s. Packed—up on Sunday mom- 
ing, drove out of the fantastic desert weather into the 
L.A. basin rain, fog and general miseries. Unpack 
and think about out next activity. 

I don’t know all who participated at Anza 
but some were KF6TRA, Gene, N7PA, Phil, 
KE6WIU, Cory, KE6UCH, Jim and a few others 
whose names I didn’t have an opportunity to write 
down. Please excuse the shortcoming.
